SEVENTY-NINE DAYS FEOM 
SIOUX o n T , 


Ten Days From Bismarck. 


B. B. Logan, formerly of Eaa Olaire, 
Wisconsin, who went to iho Black Hills 
last October with the Siooz City party, 
writes his wife, now keeping a boarding 
house in Minneapolis, that their party 
was seventy-nine days on the road, havr 
ing had to travel much of ,the way to 
dodge the military and Indians, arriv­ 
ing at Bear Butte on December 16th, 
where they struck Custer’s trail, which 
led them direct to Custer’s Park. Here 
they erected a stockade, where they re­ 
mained without molestation until Feb. 
Ttb, when Cordon and Wicher left, 
hoping to return with provisions and 
reinforcements. 
The party originally consisted of 
twcntpsix—one of whom showed (he 
white feather and returned, and one has 
since died. 
They have provisions only 
to last on til April fifteentl^ and are 
exceedingly anxiona lor reinforcements 
and supplies to be séit thleni ^7 that 
time. They hAve dose but|: little pros- 
pecting,but enough to fully satisfy them, 
and Logan roüked out four ‘dollars, the 
afternbpn beforp Gordon lej(t,fronqi'earth 
whieh hr IB coi^dent will yfeld twenty 
dollars a day per man, propárly worked. 
He speaks of Ouster’s oxBcial report, 
fully confirming his statements, and 
reports finding rich silver prospects. 
No snow fell in the Hills until the 1st 
of January; then about six inches of 
light snow have fallen since. The cli­ 
mate is spoken of in the warmest terms. 
Cattle baW fed all winter, keeping in 
good flesh, on the grasses in the valleys; 
Game abundant. 
Many-otherjetters have, been ^pub<^ 
lishedin the Sioux City papers from 
members of the jparty, all agreeing on 
the rich prospects—-all urging others to 
cpme. 
Excitement greater than that of last 
fhll exists througboiit the country, and 
Bl$ck Hills parties are forming at many 
points.
